Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: The definitions of "single biological unit" and "discontinuous 
epitopes" were discussed. The examiner stated that the single biological unit reads on a genome and therefore 
encompasses shuffling of Huse and others in the art. Mr. Browdy stated that the claims are drawn to a SINGLE 
biological unit and not the variety of antibodies of Huse and others and as such the instantly claimed method is not 
taught by the prior art. Mr. Browdy and the examiner discussed several amendments to further define the invention 
e.g. "consisting of fragments" to define over a genome. The examiner stated that the claims must define the invention 
over that of Huse wherein a variety of antibodies are produced. The suggested amendments appear to overcome the 
teaching of Huse. 
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
